London, January 
once more is faced with preparations 
for possible war. 

While the defending forces of Mar- 
shal Sun Chuan-Fang crumbled be- 
fore the attacking armies of south 
China thousands of miles away, the 
British government virtually admitted 
that its hosts of soldiers and marines 
en route to Shanghai were preparing 
for defense of the entire Chinse city 
as weil as the British concession. 

The possibility of war which would 
involve Russia, Japan and other na- 
tions was heard in a manifesto of the 
labor party which strove to avert 
British armed action in China. So- 
cialists denounced the new “British 
expeditionary forces.” 

Severe Criticism Seen. 

Former Premier Ramsay MacDon- 
ald and the laborites in parliament 
indicated that before the thousands of 
marines, sailors and regular army men 
reach Shanghai their assignment to 
Far Bastern duty will be 
criticized in the house of commons. 

Preparations for an armed clash in 
China, long regarded as a danger spot, 
internationally, proceeded in London, 
in Portsmouth and in other English 
cities. One thousand marines sailed 
from Portsmouth while cheering hun- 
dreds lined the docks ag they did in 
1914 and afterward. Along the road 
to Kirkenhead 26 motor lorries car- 
ried equipment to that port for early 
transport to Shanghai. And in Lon- 
don a queue of ex-service men formed 
ontaide the recruiting office seeking 
to enlist for service in the troubled 
Chinese area. 

Troop Movement Pushed. 

The laborite manifesto urging tol- 
erance in China failed to halt troop 
movements. It had urged the working 
class of England to “express hostility 


to war with China and to plan indus- | 
Chappell got 


trial action, if necessary, to prevent 


the threatened calamity.” It 
Great Britain formally to recognize 
the full independence and sovereignty 
of China. to forego extraterritorial 
rights and occupation of concessions 
and to enter into full negotiations 
with the Chinese “nationalists. With- 
drawal of British gunboats was neces- 
sary, said the manifesto, as it would 
“do more to protect British lives than 
all the gunboats, bayonets, tanks and 
bombs that our government could 
command.” 

The foreign office made a brief re- 
ply to the labor plea, saying that it 
was obliged to undertake the duty of 
protecting Britishers in China. 

Fear that the fight in the imme- 
diate Shanghai area will come before 
the 20,000 men of Great Britain's ex- 
pedition reach China increased as dis- 
patches reporting the victory which 
seems assured the south Chinese at: 
Hangchow, 100 miles south of Shang 
hai, reached London. 

It was stated that in the event 
Chinese forces seek to enter Shang- 
hai en masse Great Britain, with 20,- 
000 men against the millions of Chi- 
nese who might tura to the standards

With a faltering voice punctuated 
at intervals by sobs, Mrs. Mary Thom- 
ason, daughter of J. Henry Chappell, 
who was slain on the steps of his 
Center Hill home on the night of Oc- 
tober 13 by his wife, Mrs. Emma J. 
Chappell, dramatically related inci- 
dents at the home on the night of the 
shooting and declared that her father 
was killed: without provocation by her 
stepmother. 

The case is expected to reach the 
jury late this afternogn. 

The state’s star’ witness took the | 
stand shortly after 2 o'clock Wednes- | 
day afternoon, being the first to tes- | 
tify during the day. She declared 
that she went to the Chappell home 
Sunday night, three days before the 
, Shooting, instead of going to her own 
‘home because she and her husband 
were separated. She had just left a 
local hospital after an operation. 

On the night she reached her fa- 
ther’s home, Mrs. Chappell “picked” 
an argument with her father because 
of her presence, the daughter said. 
Her stepmother objected to Mrs. 
Thomason’s presence, the step-daugh- 
ter said. 

Details Are Given. 

Again on the night of the shooting 
Mrs. Chappell had another argument 
with her father because -of Mrs. 
Thomason’s presence in the home 
and threatened to shoot him. Ilearing 
the quarrel, she testified, she got out 
of bed and went to the rear of the 
home and heard her father assert, 
“Emma, let me have that gun.” Mrs, 
the gun from a bed- 
room. She pleaded with Mrs. Chap-| 
pell “not to do anything,” she said. 

Her father had no weapon and made 
no ,assault upon Mrs. Chappell, the 
witness said, and after Mrs. Chappell 
got the weapon he followed her into 
a front room and then out onto the 
porch, pleading with her to let him 
have the gun. The shooting took place 
on the front steps, and he walked 
back up the steps after being shot and 
tried to sit in the swing, the daugh- 
ter said. At the time of the shooting 
the witness said she was standing be- 
hind the swing. 

After the shooting. Mrs. Thomason 
said she went to the telephone and 


called an operator and asked her to 
send an ambulance and notify county 
police. Mrs. Chappell threatened to 
kill her if she called the police, she 
said. 

But few additional facts concerning 
the shooting were brought out by W il- 
liam Schley Howard, of defense coun- 
sel, in cross-examination.

put in final shape today by senate and 
house conferees for action by con- 
gress. 

The conference report will be, pre- 
sented in the house tomorrow by Rep- 
resentative White, republican, Maine, 
but action on it by both the iouse and 
senate probably will be deferred until 
next week, 

Although Representative Davis, dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, declined to sign the 
report and may submit minority views, 
the conferees predicted that the meas- 
ure as redrafted after months of ef- 
fort would be approved and sent to 


ithe president. 


Powers of Commission. 

For one year after the bill becomes 
a law a federal commission of five 
members would have complete conttol 
over radio and after that time it would 
have final authority in all controver- 
sies arising from decisions of the sec- 
retary of commerce, who would have 
initial control after one year. 

The commission would have author- 
ity to classify radio stations; 
scribe the nature of the service to be 
rendered by each; assign wave lengths 
to the various classes of and to indi- 
vidual stations; determine the loca- 
tion of classes of stations or individual 


stations; regulate the kind of appa- 
ratus to be used with respect to its ex- 
ternal effects; make regulations to 
prevent interference between stations; 
establish areas or zones to be served 
by any station; make special regula- 
tions applying to radio stations en- 
gaged in broadcasting, and have au- 
thority to hold hearings and compel 
ithe production of books and docu- 
| ments. 


Appeal Provided. 


After the secretary of 
took over supervision of radio ques- 
tions he could refer to the commission 
any question he saw fit, and any per- 
son, firm, company or corporation and 
any state or subdivision thereof might 
appeal to the commission from any 
ruling. 

Besides those powers assigned to the 
commission and the secretary, broad 
authority would be given to the presi- 
dent to assign wave lengths to govern- 
ment stations, and in times of emer- 
gency to take over and operate or 
close up or dismantle any and all com- 
mercial or private stations. Just com- 
pensation would be given to the own- 
ers of such stations. 

Licenses would be refused to any 
person, firm or corporation found 
guilty in a federal court of unlawfully

DRASTIC CHANGES 
IN GLY SCHOOL 


METHODS URGED 


Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee Recommends Rad- 
ical Economies in Con- 
duct of School System. 


Automatie salary increases for teach- 
ers would be abandoned, and the visual 
education department and the bureau 
of statistics and attendance abolished, 
if certain recommendations of the citi- 
zens’ advisory committee are followed. 
it became known Wednesday night. 

This would mean a saving of ap- 
proximately $300,000 in teachers’ sal- 
aries alone between September 1—the 
time the increases are slated to be- 
come effective—and the first of the 
year, and a material saving of money 
in pruning out the departments, it was 
pointed out. 

It would bring the “B” budget ten- 
tatively adopted by the board within 
the amount allocated for school~ pur- 
poses and would preyent any possible 
shortage of funds in the school depart- 
men: this year. 

Would Abolish Board. 

Although the recommendations of 
the advisory board fail to specify any 
cuts, the budget as released by it, re- 
duces the instructional service the ex- 
act amount of the increase, and the 
general control fund cut equals the 
salaries of supervisors and clerks of 
the visual education and statistical de- 
partments, it was said. 

In addition to financial recom- 
mendations, the committee advocated 
abolition of the. present board of edu- 


eation and the present method of elec-. 


tion; elimination of free textbooks; 


continuance of kindergartens only 
through payment of tuition; consoli- 
dation of Tech High and Boys’ High 
schools; revision of the present scale 
of teachers’ salaries; consolidation of 
many grammar schools. 

Recommendation was made by the 
committee that expenditures “be. lim- 
ited” to $2,725,000 as against a to- 
tal of $3.136,716.46, as pereeess in 
budget “B,” adopted as the tentative 
budget of the board of education. 
Items listed in the proposed ex pendi- 
tures do not include debt service, 
$10,000; capital erst Ty ae and 
auxiliary agencies, $10, 65 which 
were listed on the “B” budget. 

The report, which was addressed to 
the mayor and general council, the 
board of education and citizens of At- 
lanta, revealed for the first time that

LYMAN GAGE DIES 
IN CALIFORNIA 


Former Secretary of 
Treasury Under Two 
Presidents One of Coun- 
try’s Ablest Bankers. 


San Diego, January 26.—(#)—Ly- 
man J. Gage, former secretary of the 
treasury and recognized for many 
years as one of the leading bankers) 
of the country, died at Point Loma, 
near here, today. He retired from 
active business in 1906, his last pub- 
lie appearance being in 1920 when he 
was one of a party of distinguished 
men who made a trip to Japan. 

Mr. Gage was born in De Ruyter, 
N. Y., June 28, 1836 and up to 1861, 
when he arrived in Chicago where he 


achieved national fame, he had been’ 


an office boy and accountant. He be- 
came president of the First National 
Bank of Chicago in 1891 and contin- 
ued that position until he was drafted 
to the secretaryship of. the treasury 
by President McKinley. He also serv- 


ed in the same capacity under Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

It was while Mr. Gage was secre- 
tary of the treasury in 1897 that his 
most outstanding work was accom- 

lished. This was the floating of an 
issue of .$200,000,00 bonds authorized 
at the. beginning of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. The rate was 3 per cent 
and the loan, after much doubt had 
been expressed, was taken by indi- 
vidual offers from more than 320,- 
ag plage anak 

Gage always looked upon _the 
Se ath of the bond issue as the best 
accomplishment of his public life. He 
said he pularized American war 
loans. e experiment justified it- 
self and strengthened the nation, he 
often told friends. 

He was head of the American Bank- 
ers’ association for three terms and 
for years was a trustee of the Car- 
negie institution. He was honored by 
positions of high trust in Chicago. 
His widow, whom he married here in 
1909, survives him.

Newman, a very candid and exceed - 
ing clever writer, who has just set 
her home town, Atlanta, into some 
thing of a state of literary epilepsy 
with the publication of her first novel, 
“The Hard-Boiled Virgin,” tried hard 
to define her heroine's attitude as she 
discussed her book in her suite at 
the Algonquin hotel, where she is 
stopping on the eve of her departure 


for Italy. 
“She was just naturally virginal, 


and she couldn't be anything else no 
matter what happened to her,’’ she 
said of her heroine, Katherine Fara- 
dav. Of herself, she said she is hope- 
lessly sentimental and romantic, but 
rfrefers tinkering with ‘literary style 
rather than with the soul. 
Traditions, deep-rooted and formal, 


‘fight hard in Frances Newman to 
assert themselves. She is a strang2 
mixture of a very modern woman in- 
tellectually emancipated from conven- 
tionality, and a southern girl who has 
been carefully reared to remember ali 
the proprieties. 

“The folks back home are simply 
scandalized,’’ she acknowledged in a 
drawl so broad that it behooves her 
listeners to pay close heed or she 1s 
only half understood. “Women there 
never write books, that is none of 
them ever did, and they don’t think 
my book is a shining example oi 
what a lady from Atlanta should turn 
out. Because I have written my story 
around that city they are quite sure 
it is autobiographical, and that I did 
all the things my heroine has done.”

One report said that a neutral zone 
would be declared by Great Britain 
around Shanghai and the southern 
generals would be informed their vie- 
torious march must halt outside the 
business capital of that part of the 
world.

“Please recognize the fact,” said 
the message, “that British socialists 
are as strongly opposed to British im- 
perialism in China as they are to its 
use against themselves. We must 
give the common enemy no excuse 
to divide us in the holocaust of war.” 


SHANGHAI PREPARING 

FOR CHINESE ATTACK. 
Shanghai, January 26.—(#)—Ap- 

prehension was felt today that this 


‘chief commercial city of the Far East 


and home of many thousands of white 
foreigners would be cttacked in the 
near future by the Cantonese invading 
troops. 

_A new wave of anti-foreign agita- 
tion and violence is predicted ao roll 
over the Yangtze river basin, from 
which hundreds of foreigners were 
ousted in recent weeks, notably in the 
cities of Hankow and Kiukiang, when 
their concessions were taken over by 
Cantonese after mob attacks. 

The Cantonese: or nationalist gov- 
‘ernment troops are reported forming 
jin heavy force in northern Chekiang 
| Province, approximately 100 miles 
\from Shanghai. They intend, it is be- 
ilieved, to attempt to capture Shanghai 
before the main body of British t:cops 
arrive here late in February. The 
British, 20,000 strong, of both the 
army and the navy. have been ordered 
to Shanghai from England and else- 
where, with ships of war in large 
numbers. 

Scene of Next Clash. 
Chekiang may be the scene of the 
‘next clash in the war between north 
and south China, for Marshal Sun 
Chuan-Fang has ordered his troops 
coneentrated to repel the advance of 
ithe Cantonese from Chekiang into 
'Kiangsu province toward Shanghai. 
| Marshal Sun, who lost two of his five 
'provinees to the Cantonese horde roll- 
ing northward in his alliance with 
other northern leaders, plans de- 
termined resistance. 

Troops of Punjab province of Brit- 
ish India which are expected here to- 
morrow as the vanguard of the Brit- 
ish forces may by their presence start 
the flame of resentment against for- 
eigners, particularly British, over cen- 
tral and south China, where the Can- 
tonese are dominant and where propa- 
ganda against foreigners has been 
spread under Russian direction. 

American warships safeguard for- 
eigners in Shanghai. Capable of land- 
ing 800 men, they are the largest for- 
eign naval contingent at present pro- 
tecting the “Paris of the Orient.” 

There was more apprehension felt 
today for safety of foreigners in the 
linterior and other coastal cities than 
{for those in Shanghai. at least for the 
ipresent. Most of the American women 
‘and children already have left the 
'Foochow district of Fukien province, 
and the remainder are preparing to 
withdraw. 

Ten Chinese were executed for the 
'mob violence in Foochow. after the 
‘Cantonese had arrested 200 charged 
;With being implicated in it. 
' Small disorders continue in towns 
‘up the Yangtze river, but some en- 
‘ecouragement was felt when. British 
and American business men returned 
to their vocations in Hankow.

Fear that Albert Rosenberg, sauve, 
polished criminal of international fame 


Tuesday night from the Atlanta fed- 
eral penitentiary, will attempt to make 
good his boast that the United States 
government will pay him “one million 
do_lars for each year in the pen,” Wed- 
nesday gave impetus to the search for 
the mail thief and his companion, Basil 
Banghart. 

Known as “The Duke” to inmates of 
the penitentiary because of his af- 
fable, courteous demeanor and haughty 
carriage, Rosenberg Wednesday was 
classed by Immigration Inspector Co;- 
kendall as one of the most desperate 
and resourceful criminals in the coun- 
try, rivaling in nerve, daring and 
magnitude of operation even “Dutch” 


Anderson and Gerald Chapman, whose 
escape from the local penitentiary was 
a countrywide sensation, 
Encouragement wa’ given searchers 
by the capture of Fred MeGold- 
rick, one of the trio, near the Old 
Soldiers’ home. McGoldrick, with. a 
sprained ankle as the result of his 
jump from the prison window to the 
sidewalk helow, was found shivering 
under a clump of bushes, cold, dam» 
and discouraged, offering no resistanve 
to deputy wardens who arrested him. 
While search for Rosenberg and 
Banghart, continued Wednesday in the 
vicinity of the prison and in the city 
word was received from Cedartown 
that three men answering the descrip- 
tion of the escaped convicts had passed 
through that city after an attempt 9 
burglarize the Williams garage, at 


Felton. 
Beat Gas Bill. 

Traveling in a light sedan, the 
men asked for gasoline at Felton. 
While Mr. Williams, the proprietor, 
was getting some oil for them after 
filling the gas tank, the car was 
driven off at high speed, to the ac- 
companiment of shots fired by officers 
who were near the garage at the time. 
-The men tried to run down Officer 
Parrish, who was in the middle of 
the street, but the policeman escaped 
by a quick jump to safety, accord- 
ing to word from Cedartown. When 
last seen the car was going toward 
Alabama. 


Cedartown advices were to the ef- 
fect that the three men were probably 
Rosenberg, Banghart and a member 
of Rosenberg’s gang who, according 
to theory, may kave known of the 
escape and been waiting at a ren- 
dezvous. 

Albert Rosenberg is known as one 
of the cleverest international mail 
thieves on record. Born in Lithu- 
ania, he first came to America in 
1912. His first known crime was the 
robbery of $1,250,000 in bonds from 
the Steamship Minnehaha in 
ocean, for which he was arrested and 
sentenced. to two years in the At- 
lanta penitentiary. Two years from 
the time of his arrival at the peni- 
tentiary on June 3, 1924, Rosenberg 
was served with a warrant for de- 
portation to Lithuania. 

Escapes Officers. 

Rosenberg escaped from Ellis Island 
by motorboat in November of 1925 
while awaiting deportation. Federal 
officers next heard of him when he 
stowed away on the steamship George 
Washington, and, with one accom- 
plice, engineered the robbery of 5137,- 
000 from the mails on the steamer. 
He was recaptured on the boat, .the 
money was recovered, and after be- 
ing brought back to America he was 
convicted the second time and given 
a 10-year sentence in the Atlanta 
prison, which sentence he was serv- 
ing at the time of his eseape Tues- 
‘day. Ue was received at the prison 
‘on October 16, 1926. 

The old deportation warrant still 
holds good against Rosenberg, and will 
be served following completion of his 
sentence in the event he is recaptured. 
Though international mail robbery is 
his specialty, Rosenberg also deals in 
bigamy, according to government of- 
ficers. He is eharged with having 
wives in both England and Germany, 
and, 
pressed fear that if he landed in Eng- 
land, the British authorities would 
arrest him on bigamy charges. 

From the proceeds of his first mail 
robbery, Rosenberg purchased land in 


'Germany for $25,000, buying it in a 
'friend’s name because 


of a German 
statute against foreigners buying land 
in that country. 

Rosenberg is an unique figure in 


-erime, according to government offi-| 


‘cers. During deportation proceedings, 


|he informed Inspector Coykendall that 


‘any one who stole less than $20,000 
“is a piker,” and, claiming to have a 
igrouch against the United States, 
‘made the assertion that the govern- 
‘ment owes him a million dollars for 
‘every year he has served in the peni- 
'tentiary. “Which I will collect,” he 
'told Inspector Coykendall.

puted with one another for control in 
China. The government of the United 
States expects, however, that the peo- 
ple of China and their leaders will 
recognize the right of American citi- 
zens in China to protection of life 
and property during, the period of 
conflict for which tHey are not re- 
sponsible. | 

“In the event that the Chinese au- 
thorities are unable to afford such 
protection, it is, of course, the funda- 
metal duty of the United States to 
protect the lives and property of its 
citizens. It is with the possible neces- 
sity for this in view that American 
naval forees are now in Chinese 
waters. This government wishes to 
deal with China in a most liberal 
spirit, It holds no concessions in 
China and has never manifested any 
imperialistic attitude toward that 
country. It desires, howevér, that 
its citizens be given equal opportunity 
with the citizens of the dther pow- 
ers to reside in China and to pursue 
their legitimate occupations without 
special privileges, monopolies, or 
spheres of special interest or influ- 
ence.” 


Different Interests. 

In the last sentence the reference 
to concessions indicates the difference 
between the interest of the United 
States in China and the interest of 


ing territorial and industrial conces- 
sions. 

The conditions on which the admin- 
istration is willing to negotiate the 
placement of unequal treaties are 
stated as follows: 

“The United States has always de- 
sired the unity, the independence and 
prosperity of the Chinese nation, It 
has desired that tariff control and 
that extraterritoriality provided by 
our treaties with China should as ear- 
ly as possible he released. It

No Discrimination. 

“The United States would expect, 
however, that it be granted most fa- 
vored nation treatment and that there 
should be no discrimination against 
ihe United States and its citizens in 
custom duties in.favor of citizens of 
other nations or discrimination § by 
grants of special privileges and that 
the open door with equal opportunity 
for trade in China shall be main- 
tained; and further that China should 
afford every protection to American 
citizens, their property and rights. 

“The United States is prepared to 
put into force the recommendations 
of the extraterritoriality commission 
which can be put into force without 
a treaty at once and to negotiate the 
release of extraterritoriality rights as 
soon as China is prepared to provide 
protection by law and through her 
courts to American citizens, the rights 
and property.” 

Great Britain has declared in favor 
of these measures in aid of China but 
proposes that the powers. shall ne- 
gotiate jointly with China. Japan 
and Belgium are reported to be ne- 
gotiating individually and now the 
United States announces its readiness 
to adopt that course. 

Negotiations Outlined. 

Mr. Kellogg recounts the history of 
the endeavors of the premiers to ne- 
gotiate jointly with China last year 
to carry the Washington treaty into 
effect. 

“Shortly after the opening of the 
conference and on November 3, 1925,” 
says Mr. Kellogg, “the American dele- 
gation proposed that the conference at 
once authorize the levying of a sur- 
tax of 2 1-2 per cent on necessaries, 
and, as soon as the requisite sched-

They affirmed the prin-| 
ciple of respect for China’s tariff 
autonomy and announced that they 
were prepared forthwith to negotiate 
a new treaty, which would give ef- 
fect to that principle and which 
should make provision for the aboli- 
tion of likin, for the ~ removal of 
tariff restrictions contained in ex- 
isting treaties and for the putting 
into effect of the Chinese national 
tariff law. HAE 
“Continuously from the beginning 
of the conference, our delegates and 
technical advisers collaborated with 
the delegates and technical advisers 
of the other powers, including China, 
in an effort to carry out this plan— 
viz: to put into effect the surtaxes 
provided for in the Washington treaty 
and to provide for additional tariff 
adequate for all of China’s needs un- 
til tariff autonomy should go_ into 
effect.

Twent:'-eight acts of heroism, includ- 
ing fcur by young women, were 
recognized by the Carnegie hero fund 
commission at the 23rd annual meet- 
ing here late today. 

In tke commission of heroic deeds, 
10 of these cited lost their lives, in- 
cluding a girl and two young brothers. 
The - commission awarded silver 
medals :in three cases, and bronze 
medals'in the others, in addition to 
$6,600 to the dependents of those 
who sxcrificed their lives. In eight 
cases, »wards totaling $12,800 were 


made, ind in 10 others, the awards 
aggregeied $8,500. The money is gov- 
erned by the commission, to be ap- 
plied 4s sanctioned for many pur- 
poses, including education. 

The young girl who gave her life 
was Juwiuise A, Corgiat, of 812 First 
street, Modesto, ‘Calif. Louise, who 
was 15, died in an attempt to rescue 
a girl from drowning at Modesto on 
May 30, 1926. Her grandmother will 
receive 2 bronze medal. 

Charies W. Butcher. of 1345 East 
Oak street, Stockton, Calif., a plum- 
ber’s helper, was drowned when he 
attempted to assist Miss Corgiat. His 
widow ‘receives a bronze medal. with 
$70 a month pension and $5 addition- 
al monthly for each of two children. 

The :wo brothers met death while 
attempting to save a girl from drown- 
ing in juake Fraftteis.

I shook the 
drum, turned it upside down beat 
it very lightly and then listened. Ah! 

A few jabs with 
mama’s kitchen knife and an entrance 
was forced. My chubby hands plunged 
in with the expectation that I. could 
draw out handfuls of noise. 

I found nothing. No noise to 
break that silence. And that drum 
never did bring forth noise again. 
I had learned my first lesson. 

More than once since then when 
looking at life philosophically, I have 
said to myself: ‘The trouble with you 
is too often you have cut open the 
drums of life in order to see from 
whence comes the noise.”” More than 
one man has lost his God by too close 
an analysis of his faith. More than 
one friend has gone into the discard 
because he insisted too strenuously 
in his desire to analyze the motives 
behind the friendship. More than 
one lover has lost his sweetheart by 
too much insistence on “Now just why 
do you love me?” 

But back to children. Wanton de- 
structiveness plays a very small part 
in this child business of destroying 
toys, investigating clocks and watches 
and poking the eyes out of dolls. Just 
as I desired to discover the source 
of the poise, so young children desire 
to “find the tick’’ of a watch or clock. 
More than one perfectly respectable 
watch has taken on the appearance of 
a wreck through an attempt to find 
its tick. When the drum no longer 
performs and the watch no longer 
ticks because of youthful curiosity, the 
child is just as much surprised at the 
injury done as is the adnlt.

_ The age at which this overw 
ing desire to find out the construction 
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of things reaches its height is between 


the ages of four and eight years. 


The destructive form of. curiosity, 
due to the brain development of men- 
tally active children, needs guidance 
in order, to furnish a proper outlet. 
It does not need repression. However, 
that destructiveness which is beneficial 
is not to be confused by the careless 
destruction of toys due to a_ lack 
»f interest. A child that pulls a toy 
to pieces in order to see what makes 
it work is to be commended; a child 
that throws a toy violently on the 
floor and thereby wrecks it needs 
something quite different. 

It may be that he has a pain under 
his belt, or that he needs a nap or 
that the toy-wrecker needs much sim- 
pler toys that will stand the strain. 
Toys that have wheels and motion are 
always good. How I wish that every 
child had the opportunity of using a 
hammer, four nails, four spools and a 
piece of flat wood that he might make 
his own little “go-cart.” Of course, 
his contrivance will break. But will 
he deliberately throw it against the 
wall? I should say not. 

Healthy children, if allowed to de- 
velop under normal conditions, find in- 
terests and amusements for themselves. 
The child who has been so reared that 
the needs to be constantly amused and 
feels no keen desires because he has 
been given every kind of toy or play- 
thing, has been deprived of one of the 
rights of childhood.

Although inhibition of the bowel is 
beyond conscious control it is readily 
responsive to emotional conditions and 
to the by effects of many drugs which 
are popularly used as laxatives. 

For example, fright may paralyze 
inhibition to the degree of inconti- 
nence, whereas slight fear or anxiety 
génerally excites excessive restraint. 
Thus the very practice of watching 
and waiting and worrying about def- 
ecation tends to increase inhibition 
atid favor constipation. On the other 
hand a state of indifference or un- 
concern as to whether the bowels 
move today or not, and especially a 
cheerful, optimistic indifference, such 
as one may derive from a knowledge 
of physiology, permits nature to man- 
age this function in the normal man- 
ner. 

Not only castor oil and saline laxa- 
tives or cathartics but also the crude 
physics derived from herbs or medic- 
inal plants are notorious for produc- 


ing next day inhibition, so that every 
little dose of your favorite physic may 
be said to add a little more constipa- 
tion to what you've already got. 

This explains the phenomenal for- 
tunes which have been made in the 
physic industry. Unsophisticated cus- 
tomers just dote on inhibition,

Oversold Condition Fails To 
Turn Scale Against Bear 
Traders. 


New York, January 26.—There was 
a natural recovery in the stock mar- 
ket today from a temporary oversold 
condition, the very favorable Decem- 
ber and 1926 annual report of the 
United States Steel corporaton help- 
ing along the movement. However, 
professional traders in the stock mar- 
ket remain bearish for anything more 
than expectations for a temporary re- 
covery from an oversold condition. 

Using the preliminary 1926 state- 
ment of earnings made publie by the 
Steel corporation Wall street figures 
that the company at the end of last 
year had an accumulated surplus of 
$522,000,000, not including a special 
improvement fund of $30,000.000 built 
up from current earnings. This, with 
almost $18 a share earned last year 
on the common stock, adds to the 
growing belief that the company will 
be able to maintain the regular divi- 
dend on its common stock after the 40 
per cent stock dividend is declared for 
as far ahead as may be seen thow. 
_ While the Steel corporation pre- 
liminary 1926 annual report is unex- 
pectedly favorable, some well-informed 
Wall street people are of the opinion 
that there will be some surprises of 
an unfavorable character in some of 
the forthcoming 1926 annual reports. 

For instance, it was learned today 
that despite all the bullish talk that 
has been heard on American Can the 
company’s 1926 report’ would show 
about $4.25 a share earned for the 
stock against $5.75 for 1925 earnings, 
for the two years figured on the same 
capitalization basis.

Would you care to lend money to any 
person, artificial or natura’, who was 
not honest? How can you know that 
‘a man is honest and can make a liv- 
ing? By taking time to ask of those 
who know him wheth?r he pays his 
hills and whether he can -nake a liv- 
ing.

North of 
the Mason-Dixon line the skies re- 
mained clear, seeming to intensify the 
cold. Relief agencies in New York 
and other eastern cities were prepar- 
ing to supply coal and clothing to 
families in the poor districts.

OUT OF ROCKIES. 

New York, January 26.—Sub-zero 
temperatures rode into the United 
States today on the wings of a stiff 
vale originating in the Canadian Rock- 
ies. Weather bureau forecasts said 
there would be no break in the wave 
of intense cold before Thursday night. 

Atlantic seaboard states as far south 
as the Carolinas shivered under the 
sting of abnormally sharp winds, but 
the coldest weather was reported from 
farther inland. 

Upper Michigan and Minnesota re- 
ported the mercury standing at 12 
and 26 below zero. At White River 
on the northeast shore of Lake Su- 
perior the temperature fell to 50 de- 
grees below. 

Official forecasts from Washington 
indicated “much colder tonight and 
Thursday” in every locality save those 
bordering on the southern Pacific or 
Gulf coast. Even Florida and the 
Carolinas were expecting rain and 
cooler weather. 

North of the Mason-Dixon line the 
skies remained clear, which seemed 
to intensify the cold. 

Relief agencies in New York and 
other large cities of the east were pre- 
paring to supply ,coal and clothing to 
families in the poor districts. 

High winds which accompanied the 
rapid decline in temperature in the 
east increased in force after sundown. 

In New York the mercury began 
tumbling at 4 a. m. and by 5 p. m. 
had reached 5 above zero, a drop of 
25 degrees. 


PEACH CROP 
NEEDS COLD SPELL. 

The fortune of the state peach crop 
is yet undetermined, in the opinion 
of C. F. von Hermann, federal me- 
teorologist, here. Reports from _ the 
Fort Valley section state that buds 
are swelling rapidly, and it is under- 
stood that weather approximating a 
be neces- 
sary at an early date to check the 
growth sufficiently to insure against 
later damage. If the buds have burst 
into bloom before the approaching 
cooler weather arrives, the output will 
be greatly curtailed, it is said. 

In event that the crop is reduced, 
peak prices are foreseen for the sum- 
mer peach market, thus avoiding the 
loss and waste incurred by the record 
crop last year. 

The peach crop alone seems to be 
seriously threatened with premature 
development, although certain young 
evergreen shrubs will be endangered 
by any further prolonged period of 
warm weather, according to report 
from local nurseries. Spring plant- 
ing on the truck farms has not yet be- 
gun, and floral growth is protected 
ia greenhouses when necessary, s0 
these products are not affected. 

However, the flowers and shrubbery 
in Atlanta gardens and yards have in 
many cases sprung into full bloom, 
and as more cold weather is inevitable 
before the advent of real spring, it 
is feared that the beauty of spring 
flowering about the residential sec- 
tions may be somewhat lessened.
